“ There ure a few striking facts abo ut 
tho small American co llege,” writes 
E dw ard W. Bo k in The Ladies’ Ho rn« 
Jo urnal. 
“ One striking fact, is that 60 
per cent o f the brainiest Americans who 
have risen to pro minence and success 
are graduates o f co lleges who se names 
are scarcely kno wn o utside o f their o wn 
states. It is a fact also that during the 
past ten y ears Hie majo rity o f the no w 
and best metho ds o f learning have e m ­ 
anated fro m the smaller co lleges and 
have been ado pted later by the larger 
o nes. 
Because a co llege happens to be 
unkno w n 200 miles fro m the place o f 
its lo catio n do es no t alway s mean th a t 
the co llege is no t wo rthy o f wider re 
pute.

and better kno wn co llege.

3A LAST FOR SPIDER CRABS. 


A Diffi* alt P ro b le m S olved 
In T im e o f 
Floor! at tin* N ew Y ork A q u ariu m . 
In one of the tanks at the New York 
aquarium there are eight spider crabs. 
The spider crab is the decorating crab 
grown up. 
The decorating crab plants 
upon its baek little spray s and stream ­ 
ers of various m arine plants, which it 
snips off with its pincher claws. 
It car­ 
ries these first to its mouth, where it 
seems to keep a supply of waterproof 
glue, and thence to its back. 
It is sup- 
posed to do this for protection from its 
enemies, for, half buried in the m ud 
and with these things rising from its 
Track, it is practically invisible. 
It is 
possible also that the crab uses the 
sprigs for a d ornm ^ t, as it often selects 
growths of bright colors. 
In its larger 
growth, after it has come to be called a 
spider crab, it ceases to decorate itself, 
though sometimes the seeds of marine 
plants settle on its buck and grow there, 
but it never loses the handy use of its 
pincher claws. 
The largest of the spider crabs at the 
aquarium is about 3 inches in length. 
From side to side its legs spread about 
eight inches. 
The bottom of the spider 
crabs’ tank is covered w ith gravel. The 
tank wits cleaned the other day ami all 
but about three inches of the water 
drawn off. 
When the refilling of the 
tank was begun, all the crabs gathered 
around the intake. 
Crabs and fishes in 
captivity usually do this, welcoming 
the fresh incoming water as a man in 
captivity m ight welcome an incoming 
current of fresh air. 
The flow of water 
through the intake pipes can be regulat­ 
ed ut will. 
Here it was permitted to 
run in at its natural force, which was 
about tliut of water flowing from a host*. 
The flow w’as broken somewhat by the 
wire strainer over the opening of the 
intake, placed there to keep little fishes 
and crustaceans from getting into the 
pipes, but it was t<x> strong for the 
spider crabs to face. They began to set­ 
tle themselves down into the gravel and 
to pile gravel upon their backs, appar­ 
ently to weight themselves down so 
that they could withstand it. 
On a 
sandy or muddy bottom they could have 
buried or partly buried themselves. 
Here the work was more difficult, but 
they W( re equal to it. 
They would work their legs down in­ 
to the gravel and then lift them, dis­ 
placing stones in that manner, and w ith 
their pincher d a w s they would pick up 
stones. Sometimes a crab would pick up 
two gravel stones at once, one in each 
claw, and place them both on its back. 
It might t ickle a stone so big as to re­ 
quire both claws in the handling of it 
and raise that and put it on its hack. 
¿Some of the stones would roll off down 
by the crabs’ legs, but they were not 
lost there, for they helped to build up 
around, and the crab would go ahead 
and put up others on its back. 
When til© tank was full and the in­ 
flow cut < If, tlu* crabs wont walking 
about again as usual.— New York ¡Sun.

force of 60,000 pou nds to pu li it asu n­ 
der. au d in su ch process the d u ctility of 
the steel w ou ld cu u .se it to stretch som e­ 
w hat, so th a t at the point of fractu re 
there w ou ld be a m arked redu ction of 
area in the bar, the am ou nt of this re­ 
du ction deciding in a great m easu re the 
q u ality of the .steel as adapted to boiler 
constru ction 
In m aking specifications 
for 
boilers, 
therefore, especially 
for 
high pressu res, it has come to be a con­ 
dition th a t the steel plate.s shall be of 
the above nam ed tensile strength p^-r 
sq u are inch, and th a t the redu ction of 
area at the point of fractu re u nder a 
test like the above shall be not less than 
o6 per ce nt— th a t is, the m etal stretched 
u nder the test or strain so that, on break­ 
ing, it w as less than one-half the orig­ 
inal area of the bar. 
Su ch tests deter­ 
m ine the q u ality and ability of the steel 
plates w hen m ade u p into a boiler to 
adju st them selves to the ex pansion and 
contraction of the m etal cau sed by the 
varying tem peratu res to w hich the boil­ 
er is su bjected when it is set u p and 
pu t in u se.
